How Hairpius Are Made. 


For ages the French and English 


controlled the manufacture of hair- 
pins, and it is only within the last 20 
years that the goods have been pro- 
duced in other countries to any extent. 
The machinery used is of a delicate 
and intricate character, as the prices 
at which the pins are sold necessitates 
the cheapest and most rapid process, 
which can only be procured by auto- 
matic machines. 


The wire is made expressly for the 


purpose and put 
up in large coils, 


which are placed in a clamp, and so 
carried to the machine while being 
straightened. 
This 
machine 
cuts, 


bends, and. by a delicate and instan- 
taneous process, sharpens the points. 
Running at full speed, it will turn out 
120 hairpins every minute. To econo- 
mize it is necessary to keep the en- 
gines going day and night. 


The difficult part of the work is in 


the enamelling, v.-hieh is done by dip- 
ping the pins in a preparation and 
baking in an oven. It is here that the 
most constant and carefiil attention is 
required, as the pins must be absniute- 
ly smooth and the enamel have a per- 
fect polish. The slightest particle of 
dust causes imperfections and rough- 
ness.

Hon. Edwin Albright, judge of the 


courts of Lehigh county, recently render- 
ed a decision which has an important 
bearing upon the official conduct of Al- 
dermen and Justices of the Peace. It is 
the custom of magistrates, -whenever they 
receive bills to collect, to send notice to 
the debtor to pay within a special time. 
If payment is not made then, the Alder- 
man or Justice of the Peace brings suit 
in behalf of the creditors, issues a sum- 
mons and generally gives judgment in 
favor of the plaintiff. This procedure 
Judge Albright, decided was all wrong. 
He says that a magistrate cannot legally 
act as agent for the creditor, which he 
becomes when he sends out his notice, 
and later sit in judgment on the same 
case. The decision in short means that 
an Alderman or Jurtice of the Peace can 
collect a debt by summons in a suit be- ! 
fore another Alderman or Justice, but he 
himself cannot bring the suit before him- 
self. This affects the course or rule of 
many Alderman and Justices of the 
Peace.
